are now In uae on 60,000 farms where- 
as a few years ago they were unknown 
outside the large cities. 

beclurers and demonstrators with 
lie traveling exhibit are pivint; demon- 
strations en rontc of llie truck's value 
for all kinds uf farm work. It Is 
pointed out that pneumatic-tired 
tmoka fitted with special bodies meet 
every requirement for speed and 
adaptability to loads of hay, grain, 
perishable products and live stock, ns 
well as brick, stone and lumber.
